Pennsylvania Line to Announce Time-Saving

of the road, several St. Louis finan- 
ciers and C. M. Keyes, president of 
the Curtiss Aeroplane and Motor 
Corporation, are interested in the 
project. 

As tentatively planned, and out- 
lined by the Post-Dispatch in 
March, when the Pennsylvania first 
discussed definite terms on the 


project, airplane service would be 
given at extra fare to passengers 
anxious to gain time over. train 
schedule. 

Leaving New York at night for 
Dallas, for example, the passenger 
could be transferred from train to 
airplane at Columbus, O., flying 
through St. Louis and southwest- 
ward to a point near Texas, where 
the passenger could continue’ by 
train to his destination, having ef- 
fected a substantial time saving. 

It is understood that the plane 
service will be furnished by a firm 
entirely separate from the rail- 
ways, to be known as Transconti- 
nental Airways, Inc. Large multi- 
motored passenger planes’ with 
every accommodation for passen- 
gers that the most modern prac- 
tice affords, will be used on the 
line, it is said.

Accepts La Follette Resolution for 
Investigation of Internal Rev.

WASHINGTON, May 14.—A fa- 
vorable report on the La Tlollette 
resolution calling for an investiga- 
tion of charges made by Senator 
Couzens (Rep.), Michigan against 
the Internal Revenue Bureau was 
voted today by the Senate Judi- 
ciary Committee. Addressing the 
Senate April 12, Couzens charged 
that an effort was made to intirni- 
date him by threat of an additional] 
tax assessment when he was chatr- 
man of a Senate committce inves- 
tigating the bureau. 

The La Follette resolutions cited 
several other charges made by 
Couzens, one heing that “there is 
evidence of coilusion between Digh 
bureau officials and so-called tax 
experts in an endeavor to extort a 
huge fee from the taxpayer.” De- 
claring that “the honor of the 
United States Senate and the lib- 
erty of action on the part of Sen- 
ators” is involved, the resolution 
would instruct the Judiciary Com- 
mittee to go fully into the charges 
and report to the Senate.

The United 
States Supreme Court so held today 
in a case brought by the Panhandle 
Oil Co. contesting the validity of 
such a tax in Mississippi. Justices 
Holmes, Brandeis and Stone dis- 
sented, declaring the State had the 
right to tax. Justice McReynolds 
in a separate dissent also declared 
that the State tax was valid.

The commission decided on its 
action after nearly 10 months’ de- 
lay, during which time motion pic- 
ture corporations filed two letters 
of compliance to the order which 
first embraced alleged conspiracy 
and alleged intimidation of motion 
picture exhibitors. Last week the 
commission announced that the 
corporation had complied with all 
phases of the order except that of 
block-booking.

The machine made a good take- 
off and after circling the  air- 
drome, streaked away to the South. 
Ir. Hubrecht, First Secretary of 
the Dutch Legation, was present to 
wish the travelers Godspeed in the 
name of his Government, and about 
50 friends of the publisher gath- 
ered at the airdrome. 

The flight was started under very 
favorable weather conditions. 
These conditions were indicated to 
be generally prevalent along the 
air lane to Paris. 

From Venice, Black will fly to 
Cairo. Then he will head south 
across the African jungles to Cape 
Town, following the route blazed 
by Col. Sir Pierrie Van Ryneveld, 
director of the South African air 
force in 1920. 

From Cape Town he will return 
to Cairo and fly across Southern 
Asia to China and Tokio before re- 
turning to Croydon on an air jour- 
ney which he hopes will take him 
across 19 countries.

Immiediately on their arrival 
the flyers will be transferred to 
smaller planes and taken at once to 
Forest Park flying field where St.

200,000 Cheer Bremen Flyers at 
Milwaukee Celebration. 

MILWAUKEE, May 14.—Three 
days of receptions, parades and en- 
tertainment in Chicago and a busy 
Sunday here had left the Bremen 
flyers, Baron von Huenefeld, Capt.

AERIAL CAMERA 
TAKES PICTURES 
AT 30,000 FEET 


Device Designed to Photograph 
Areas as Large as Four 


Square Miles. 


By the Associated Press, 

NEW *YORK, May i4; — An 
aerial camera with a range of 
more than five miles, designed to 
photograph areas as large as four 
Square miles, has been built for 
the Army Air Corps, the manufac- 
turers announced today. 


It will receive its first test bere 


within two weeks and will be gent 
then to Wright Field at Dayton, 
O., where it will be installed in 
an army plane for extensive ex- 
perimental work. 

The camera was made by the 
Fairchild Aerial Camera Corpora- 
tion for use at altitudes at which 
photography never before has 
been attempted, and beyond the 
range of anti-aircraft guns. 

Picture taking at heights of 30.,- 
000 feet or more will be possible, 
Fairchild authorities said, by de- 
devices which include an electric- 
al heating system to prevent the 
shutter from freezing at tempera- 
tures as low as 60 degrees below 
zero. 

The machine has complete auto- 
matic control and operation, in- 
cluding a device to record the 
time the picture was taken, the 
altitude, the time of each exposure 
and other useful data. 

The camera measures 48 by 30 
by 20 inches and will take pictures 
9 by 18 inches. The magazine will 
carry enough film for 100 sepa- 
rate exposures.

Governor Expected to De- 
clare Himself Against 
Present Prohibition Law 
as Unworkable.

NEW YORK, May 14.—The New 
York World today prints the fol- 
lowing seemingly inspired article 
on Gov. Smith and prohibition: 

“Gov. Smith, leading Democratic 
candidate of the presidential nom- 
niation, will not pussyfoot on the 
issue Of prohibition. This much 
his friends made clear yesterday. 
Morally and politically, they insist, 


come out with a comprehensive | 
definition of the whys and where- | 


fores of his attitude. 


“The ebb and flow of rumors re- | 


garding the Governor’s views on 
the dry law, it seems, have tended 


to stultify his position, which it is | 
contended, has remained firm. | 
Regardless if the chit-chat of | 


political Mother Grundrys, it is 
said Gov. Smith will oppose by di- 
rect statement the prohibition law 
as unworkable and inefficient and 
suggest its revision, in the na- 
tional interest of law enforcement. 

“Of late there has been a great 
deal of subsurface activity within 
the Democratic organization to in- 


fluence the Governor, both direct- | 


ly and indirectly, and shape his 


state of mind toward wetness and 
dryness. Rumors that he has modi- 


'fied his wetness have been met 
| with other rumors that he will dis- 


creetly sidestep the issue. 

May Wait Till After Convention. 
“But while those engaged in di- 

recting the preconvention activitics 

of the Governor prefer to keep 


silent on the subject, it is the cone | 


viction among his friends that he 


.will meet the issue squarely and 


determinedly rather than seek to 
hush it in the interest of doubtful 
political expediencies. 

“Some of these friends, speaking 
unofficially, of course, believe the 
Governor will establish his position 
officially between the meetings of 
the two conventions next month. 


Others are inclined to believe any | 


statement will be withheld until 
after his nomination and probably 
until he begins his campaign. 


“While there is much specula-_ 


tion as to the probable phraseology 


j of the Governor's wet declaration, | 


the basic thought is expected to be 
a strong, but temperately worded 
broadside against the dry law in 
its present form. The Governor is 
expected to contend that it is un- 
workable and futile and urge re- 
wording. 
Against the Salon, 

“Nor is it known in what form 
these suggestions will be made. It 
is definitely known, however, that 
he i8 against the street corner Ssa- 
loons of pre-Volstead days. The

latest information, will permit him

“More and more, friends of the 
Governor will point out, the pre- 
convention activities in his behalf 
show that the expected hurricane 
of militant drys at the Houston 
convention is a diminishing factor 
due to Tammany Hall’s acceptance 
of the proposed neutral plank on 
prohibition, a fact which seems to 
be acceptable to many drv states. 

“For this reason, they say, Dem- 
ocratic leaders the country over are 
manifesting great confidence in 
the Governor’s handling of the 


prohibition problem and are con-. 
vinced he will find the wisest solu-

from the sun. So they consider it | 
a lucky snake and let it come into. 
their homes. 

“and then?” suggested the vis- |

irritates it. in scme way. You'll 
observe that it has a rather iras- 
cible disposition.” And he poked . 
at it again. The cobra hissed and 
reared its menacing head. 

“W-what do you call it?” asked 
the reporter, venturing back after |

“The spectacle cobra or masked 
cobra, because of those spectacle- | 
like gray markings near the head. | 
With it, and the other rarities 
which arrived last week, we now 
have five cobras and one of the 
most complete collections of dead- 
ly reptiles in the country. 


The Deadliest Snake. 


“Take this fellow, the king cob- | 
ra. There isn’t a more deadly 
snake alive.

Ous, attains a tength of 13 feet. 
and will attack a human being | 
with much speed and savagery.

Most snakes 
must be disturbed to be danger- | 
ous, but this one doesn’t wait.”

SHANGHAI, May 14.—Forcier 
forces prepared to guard their na- 
tionals today as the Southern (Na- 
tionalist) troops advanced on 
Tientsin, 60 miles southeast of Pe- 
cin. 

As the troops advanced the Na- 
tionalist Council fotcaliy called 
President’s Coolidge’s attention to 
the recent clash between Southern 
and Japanese forces in Tsinan and 
asked the attitude of the ‘United 
States Government “toward this 
grave situation created by Japan.” 

Capture of Tientsin by the South- 
erners would cut Pekin off from 
the sea, and the Northern Com- 
mander, Chang Tso-lin ‘from his 
base and h@adquartcrs in Man- 


churia, 

A large foreign population § in 
Tientsin would be placed in a pre- 
carious situation such as resulted 
in grave clashes at Nanking last 
year and Tsinan. 

The foreign military command- 
ers, who have a force of 8600 
troops at their disposal, decided to 
establish an outpost line on a radius 
of seven miles from the city. Jap- 
anese troops were assigned to guard 
strategic points in the foreign con- 
cessions, including the - Fastern 
railway station at the junction of 
the important lines linking Tien- 
tsin and Pukow, opposite Nanking, 
and Pekin and Mukden. 


4000 U. S. Troops in Tientsin. 


Four thousand of the foreign 
troops in Tientsin are Americans, 
who are equipped with 20 air- 
planes, five tanks and five field 
guns. One thousand are British, 
3000 are French and 600 are Jap- 
anese, Most of the Japanese troops 
had been withdrawn for duty in 
Tsinan and other Shantung prov- 
ince points. 

The foreign preparations were 
being made in the face of Nation- 
alist claims of a victory at Tsang- 
chow, 69 miles south of Tientsin, 
on the railway leading to Tsinan. 
Gen. Yen Hsi-shan, -Military Gov-

The first 
paving will be done about June l, 
beginning at New Madrid. 

The new road, which will be 
built over much of the old right 
of way, will he almost straight be- 
tween New Madrid -and Sikeston. 
The State right of way, now near- 
ly cleared of fences and trees, is 
100 feet wide. 

All of the principle unpaved 
streets of Sikeston were ordered 
olled by the City Council last week.
